The above-captioned utility application was filed 2 January 2001, identifying as joint 
inventors Weiping LI, Hai-Quan MAO, and Kam W. LEONG. Because all efforts to obtain 
Dr. LEONG's signature on a Declaration had theretofore been unsuccessful, on 14 September 
2001, a petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .47 was submitted. This petition was accompanied by a 
Declaration executed only by inventors Weiping LI and Hai-Quan MAO.
